An anticipated enrollment of 
821 full-time students was 
announced by Executive Dean 
Harold C. Doster as the Alumni 
Newsletter went to press.

ARA Providing 

Food Services 
At Potomac State 


Potomac State College has 
announced the purchase of 
services from the American 
Restaurant Association which 
began catering meals in the 
dining hall with the beginning of 
the 1972-73 term. 

Executive Dean Harold C. 
Doster, in commenting on the 
ARA as the largest food catering 
service in the world, said that 
the organization would provide 
basically the same food service 
to the campus as in the past with 
a few minor revisions. Serving 
hours for each meal will be 
longer; at noon a special bar 
featuring six or eight salads and 
six or eight sandwiches will be in 
operation; and that at the meals 
in the evening unlimited seconds 
will be served as well as three 
entrees. The only limit will be on 
the “hard meat entree.” The 
service will employ all of the 
full-time staff formerly working 
in the campus kitchen. 

The ARA will provide 
management services with 
extensive backup facilities and 
several special facilities such 
as baking. It will also sponsor at 
least nine international or 
specialty kind of dinners each 
year as well as approximately 20 
“monotony breakers” from 
time-to-time allowing students 
to use various ice creams, 
syrups, and fruit to concoct their 
own sundaes or other 
specialities. 

The service will have a full- 
time manager and assistant 
manager on campus. It will cater 
all special campus affairs and 
will provide casual meals for 
campus visitors at reasonable 
rates.
